After  setting  the  m.eter 
the  lineman  discovered 
this  particular  service 
v;as  dead  and  patrolled 
back  until  he  reached 
two  adjacent  A-b’-s,  The 
A— 6 nearest  the  consuraer 
had  no  jumper  on  the 
phase  wire.  The  lineman 
saw  a piece  of  wire  at 
the  ■ bottom  of  the  pole 
which  was  presumably  to 
be  used  as  a jumper.  He 
sent  his  helper  to  the 
A-6  pole  nearest  •-  the 
feed  to  see  if  there  v/as 
a jujnper’  on  that  one. 
The  lineman  then  pro- 
ceeded to  climb  the- pole, 

Details'  of  what  ac- 
tually happened  are  not 
known,  but  ' 'the  lineman 
suffered  burns  v/hich  re- 
sulted in  total  disabil- 
ity. 

As  the  lineman  in- 


structed the  helper  t« 
see  if  a jumper  was  on 
the  feed  A— 6 we  can  as- 
sume that  the  lineman 
thought  the  line  might 
be  energized,  and  con- 
cluded from  this  fact 
that  he  did  not  deliber- 
ately touch  the  energiz- 
•ed  primary.  V/e  suspect 
that  he  might  have  been 
attempting  - to  measure 
the  length  of  the  jumper  ' 
by  putting  ' it  approx- 
imately in  place.  Inad- 
vertently he  then  touch- 
ed the  energized  primary,
